and a handful of .tudent*. We continue to flouri, 
with on* eye on the world and it* problem*, and on 
on the student and her needs. 
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Dating back into the 1880's, the 
tradition of climbing Tinker Moun¬ 
tain hat changed relatively little. 
There were two Tinker Day "holi¬ 
day* back in the late nineteenth 
century, one in the fall and another 
in the spring. It wa* at that time 
when the "holiday" wa* only cele¬ 
brated on Saturday*. Early genera¬ 
tion* of "Hollins girl* climbed the 
mountain, wearing hats, long skirts, 
and high-laced shoes." 

In 1895 the tradition became offi¬ 
cial and a certain date was set aside 
in October. However, it was not un¬ 
til 1899 that Mr. Cocke decided not 
to reveal the date of Tinker Day. 

Around 1940 the advice of wear¬ 
ing shorts or painter-farmer's 
pants" came into being. A* more 
spirit continued to be infused in the 
Tinker Day tradition, students 
dressed in stranger and stranger 
outfits. It is not surprising nowadays 
to find students outfitted in blue 
wigs, outrageous hats, mis matched 
shorts and shirts.

Student* awoke at 7 am on October 8, 1987, to hear the 
Chapel bells ring thirteen times. After Tinker Day scares by 
the Seniors. Tinker Day was finally here! 

Students congregated in front of Main after changing 
into t eir widely varied costumes. It was not unusual to see 
lue. green, and pink wigs, as well as ballet tutus and other 
mis-matched clothing. President Brownlee appeared on the 
steps of Main in her Tinker Day sweater and officially 
eclared it Tinker Day. A cheer rippled through the crowd 
as students made their way to the base of Tinker mountain, 
where their long hike began. 

Once on *he mountain, students enjoyed the songs sung 
y each class, and tears were not uncommon as the seniors 
sang their final song from the Senior Rock 

All in all. the day was an exciting but an exhausting one 
to looked forward to for another 365(7) day*.
